Mr. DE ROTHSCHILD said, quite truly, that Jews 
were anxious for the progress of social reforms. But they are equally anxious 
that. in the execution of such reforms, minorities should not unduly saffer. We 
observe that Mr. CHURCHILL assured the House that the clause in the Shops 
sill relating to Jews would not, in practice, prove as silly as it looked. But the 
chances are that a Jewish shopkeeper who mistook a Jewish customer for a 
Christian, or vice versa, would in the end look incomparably more silly even 
than the clause now appears on paper. This clause really sets up a disability 
against the Christian. It says to the Christian: “Six days only shalt thou 
purchase,” while to the Jewish buyer it gives the freedom of the whole seven. 
This is not the way to produce civic harmony and contentment.

Mr. CHURCHILL asks the Grand Committee, to which the Bill stands 
referred, to cudgel its brains for the solution of an admittedly difficult problem. 
Possibly the solution may be found on the lines of leaving the question of Jews 
opening on Sanday instead of Saturday toa vote of inhabitants in given districts, 
such vote to be confirmed by the local Council, and, if needs be, to be subject to 
appeal to some higher authority. We throw out this suggestion tentatively, fully 
conscious of its obvious drawbacks and the objections that can be raised 


to it, as one which might, none the less, be deserving of considera 
tion by the Grand Committee, and from which might possibly 
be evolved some safe and workible compromise. Or, again, it might 


be worth while to consider the advisability of forbidding all Sunday trading 
except in certain trades, limiting the number of hours per week during which 
any shop might in the aggregate remain open, and leaving to individuals the 
option of fixing for themselves their allocation over the six days in each week. 
Here, again, there are, of course, objections that may be urged, but the advan- 
tage of the plan would be that it would take the whole question away from 
being one of contest between Jewish necessity and Christian aspiration. Jews 
will, however, of course, gladly accept any solution of the difficulty which, 
while doing the maximum amount of justice to the demands of their faith, 
will admit of progress along the lines so earnestly desired by so many of their 
fellow-citizens.

Judaism appears material to the sanctimonious and sanctified to the 
materialist. That is because it never fails to take into account human elements 
ind human facts ; whilst ever striving to invest them with the ideal. Turning the 
left cheek to the smiter means biting the dust sooner or later, and the Jew 
preferred to walk uprightly. When Von Bethmann-Hollweg, the other day, 
poured “cold lava” on Sir Edward Grey's proposals, subjecting them to keen 
analysis by the tests of human passions and national aspirations, he adopted an 
attitude more Jewish, because more nearly attuned to the facts of the situation as 
they are, than did many Jewish Ministers here and in America who have been 
praying for universal peace with the same lips with which they would invoke from 
the Almighty more power to the swords and spears, the shot and shell of their 
countries if engaged in any war, however dishonourable the cause for which it was 
being waged. They have done it before. They will do it again. Mr. W. T. 
Stead, in whom resides the journalistic conscience of English nonconformity, gave 
a Jewish and not a Christian answer to the German Chancellor when, refusing to 
turn the left cheek to the smiter, he instead stiffened his upper lip and prescribed 
“ two keels to one ” as the inevitable reply of Anglo-Saxon to Teutonic Christendom. 


‘Pray to God and keep your powder dry” was the mot dordre of Crom- 
well, who found in the Old Testament ample fighting inspiration for his troops. 
War has her victories as well as peace. Nelson, who did not hesitate to turn his 
blind eye to the telescope, would have spurned to turn his left cheek to the smiter. 
‘Damn our enemies! Bless our friends! Amen, amén, amen. Iam not sucha 
hypocrite as to bless them that hate us or if a man strike me on the cheek to turn 
the other. No; knock him down, by God!’’ This was the victor of Trafalgar’s 
philosophy, and he gave his country seventy years peace. The fighting capacity 
of King David secured to Israel its golden age of the Solomonic period, when every 
man dwelt beneath his vine and his fig-tree in peace. Von Bethmann-Holiweg isa 
German, and hence must perforce elaborate the minutest detail and discourse 
lengthily upon the smallest aspect presented by any problem. Otherwise his 
speech last week in the Reichstag could have been compressed into little more 
than a sentence or two, the most important a declaration that the proposals of Mr. 
Taft and Sir Edward Grey omitted to reckon with human nature as 1t 1s. 


It is in this direction that the Jewish ideal of peace can best be utilised, not 10 
relinquishing fast hold of the sword in face of your enemy armed to the teeth, not 
in reducing munitions of war below the Plimsoll-line of national safety, but in 
inducing in men’s hearts and minds a better ideal of national life, a truer concep- 
tion of national prowess, a higher view of national responsibility. Taft and 
Grey put the cart before the horse. Armaments will become reduced 
automatically as the nations of the world turn their thoughts, their souls, awry 
from tinsel magnificence, and pursue only that which in the long ran makes for 
solid worth and real human progress. Here the Jew has a great messsge to 
preach, a great mission to perform. Armaments, munitions of war, are effects; 
they are not causes. More often than not they are guarautees of peace rather 
than causes of war. But they are always the effects of a national view for the 
most part perverted,

The pugnacity and the fighting qualities our race evinced in better times 
have dribbled into petty bickerings and puny wrangling between ourselves. We 
were left with no fighting power as a people, and even to-day we have not the 
essential element of fighting power, a sense of discipline as individuals. Every 
private amongst us has not his marshal’s bAton in his knapsack—everyone of us 
has a marshal’s biton in his hand, and takes care to wave it in his comrade’s 
face, plying the old, old qnery—‘ who made you a leader in Israel ?” 


Still, we must not despair. The fact that some of us, after nearly two thousand 
years of national misery and degradation, have become conscious of it, denotes a step, 
a tiny step maybe. but still a step in advance. The Jew has inherently remarkable 
recuperative powers. The time may yet come when he will acquire the spirit of 
discipline. Then he will recain some of his fighting quality, and then will dawn 
for the Jew the day when he will make a atrike for wiping out the cruelty, the 
oppression and the wrong—the national misery and degradation of twenty centuries. 
He will no longer turn the left cheek to the smiter—he will become Jewish in 
ideal and Christian in practice—he will “damn his enemies, bless his friends. 
and the man who strikes him he will knock down, by God! Amen, amen, amen,” 
assaid Nelson. And, the Jew will then at last be at peace. “ Amen, amen, amen,” 
to that!

The following letter. under the heading of “The Universal Races Congress and 
the Jews,” appeared in the Times.of Wednesday :—

TO THE EDITOR OF The Times 


Sin.--I have received the appeal from the Exeecntive Committee of the First 


Tniversal Race Congress, and I am in complete sympathy with the main objects. But 
I find that [ am unable to support such a movement, becanse of the place assigned to 
the Jews, wh ch ia contrary to historical fact and is fraught with grave conseqgucnces if 
applied to soc al and political life ; He 
Lord Weardale signs the appeal as “ representing many writers of Western descent 
Then follow the other non-European races, headed by Mr. Zangwill “for the Jewish 
race, ih company with the re presentatives of Asiatic and African ra es 
Now. my objection in no way implies a donbt as to the fitness of Mr Zangwi 1 to 
represent the Jews, nor is it concerned with religion, wise ly excluded by the Congress 
But. according to this sub-division, all the English, French, Germans, Americans, and 
the citizens of other European nations professing to be Jews now, or those who often 


with pride—look back upon Jewish descent in any degree, could not consider themselves, 


as they emphatically do. to be Europeans, as much as do those of Celtic, Saxon, Norman, 
Flemish, Renta. Slav, or Latin origin. I hold this to be wrong for the following 


reasons 

1. Adopting as I do Matthew Arn ld'e division of the elements which make up 
Occidental civilisation into Hebraiciam and Hellenism, I maintain that the Hebraistic 
element—not only as represented by the Bible, buat also by Jewish thought in every w ilk 
of life since the Italian Renaissance—is an essential, if not a predominant, factor in this

29 The Enropean and American Jews of onr own dav can practically all trace their 
descent. as inhabitants of the Western conntries in which they live, back to ancestors 
continuously settled in those countries as far into the past as those of any other Europesn 
race.

The Tsar and an Educational Restriction. 
‘From our Correspondent. | 


A few weeks ago I announced that the Premier had proved successful in 
persuading the Cabinet to apply to Jewish external students the same small per 
centage norm as is in force against the internal students. At the same time | 
referred to the atetement of. the Novoe Vremya (afterwards confirmed sem; 
officially) to the effect that the new restriction, which was worded to apply to al! 
secondary schools, would only be enforced in the institutions for the preparation of 
medical assistants and midwives, in order to prevent too many Jews from 
obtaining the right of domicile outside the Pale. The enactment created a great 
‘sensation in Russia on account of the irregular mode in which it had been brouch:t 
into existence as an act of revenge directed against the revolting students. In 
the course of the Cabinet crisis the affair was almost forgotten... On March 24th, 
however. the Tsar sicned two orders, one proroguing Parliament and the other 
legalising the Premier's decree in regard to Jewish external students. 
The matter, therefore. assumed ai different aspect. Instead of being 
a temporary Ministerial order, enacted at the pleasure of a Minister 
and admitting of appeals against it, it became a law which the Tsar alone 
can revoke. The Imperial order directed the Ministry to apply the restriction 
to all schools mentioned in bis ukase of the 22nd August, 1909, in other words. 
to all secondary schools. The Tsar made an attempt in his order to solve the 
problem of calculating the Jewish perc ntiages raised by several principals. He 
simply instructed them to admit Jews to the examinations at the rate of 5 per 
cent. of all non-Jewish applicants in the two capitals, 10 per cent. in the non-Pale 
provinces and 15 per cent. in the Pale. As I stated before, however, His Majesty's 
efforts were in vain, as there is no tvpe of external students amongst the Russians, 
and the restriction removes the possibility hitherto afforded to Jews to matriculate 
externally. Although Russia is still in the midst of a grave crisis, the Tsar's 
ukase attracted general attention, creating an extremely bad effect in both 
Liberal and Jewish circles. It became clear that on the great day when M. Stols 
pin shattered the prestige of the Russian Parliament, he also obtained the Tsar's 
consent to the strongest educational restriction enforced against Jews in recent 
times. It is also characteristic that M. Kasso’s department was ignorant of M. 
Stolypin’s intention to apply the circular to all secondary schools, and that the 
officials fully believed that the restriction would be enacted only in the institutes 
for medical assistants. The fact speaks volumes for M. Stolypin’s dictatorial! 
powers. 

The Consequences. 

Grave fears are expressed in competent Jewish circles that the news will 
have a bad effect on the Jewish youth. There are at present thousands of Jewish 
students in every province studying externally for the matriculation certificate in 
the hope of entering either a Russian or a foreign University. It is impossible to 
suggest to them a course which will entitle them, as Jews, to continue their 
studies in Russia. Conversion, already ripe in students’ circles, will undoubtedly 
appeal to a good many of the, voung men. Emigration en masse seems to be the 
only alternative. 


Interview with the Governor of Safed. 
[From our Correspondent. | 


SAFED. 

I have had the honour of being received by the Governor of this city. 
who thanked me for referring, in the JEWISH CHRONICLE, to his schemes for 
the amelioration of the city. He expressed pleasure at the fact that since his arrival 
no epidemic, though illness is raging in other parts, had reached Safed. He had, 
however, been struck with the sickly appearance of the inhabitants of the Jewish 
quarter and their liability to fever. This he attributed to the fact of their drink 
ing cistern water accumulated from dirty roofs. He had recently appointed Mr. 
A. Sorkmatt, an engineer in the employ of the Ica, to investigate the possibility 
of bringing spring water into the city, and he estimated the cost of the work at 
£1,800. ‘The Governor added that he hoped to start work on this scheme in a 
month’s time, and thereby to improve the health of the people. He regretted 
having been unable to appoint Jews as judicial functionaries owing to their 
ignorance of both Turkish and Arabic, but he intended to establish public 
schools at which both these languages would be taught gratis. He proposed also 
to appoint a teacher to give instruction in Turkish in the schools of the Alliance 
Isra¢lite. He expressed pleasure at the fact that M. J. Farhi, the director of the 
Alliance schools, was co-operating with him in his projects. 


I expressed to the Governor the appreciation of the Jewish community for his 
active and benevolent interest in their welfare. 


Frost in Safed.

SAFED. 
In my last letter I briefly referred to the frost which had commenced in 


this district.. It continued for six weeks. Such a long spell of cold weather is 
quite unprecedented here. It produced a dearth of provender, and Jewish 
farmers who had been clever enongh to accumulate large supplies, reaped hand- 
some profits, amounting in some cases to the value of a whole year’s crops. 


Abraham Harkavy’'s Seventy-fifth Birthday. 
‘From our Correspondent. | 


Jews throughout Russia are now celebrating the seventy-fifth birthday of the 
distinguished orientalist and Jewish historian, Abraham Harkavy. The celebra 
tion is rather belated owing to the death of Baron Giinzburg, who had been a 
member of the Committee to do homage to the eminent Jewish scholar. At atime 
when Jewish learning is everywhere on the decline, it is gratifying to note that the 
Jewish public abroad are still capable of appreciating the services rendered by that 
veteran Jewish student. 

Dr. Harkavy is one of the Jews surviving Jewish scholars that are left to us 
out of the smal! band that passed away in recent years. It was Dr. Harkavy who 
shed fresh light on Russo-Jewish history, having proved that there were Jews in 
Russia before Russians were there. It was also he who completely demolished the 
theory that the first Jews who came to southern Russia were German Jews. By 
the aid of documentary evidence, which hé discovered, he proved beyond doubt 
that the first Jews who had settled in southern Russia came from Greece by 
way of the Black Sea and from the Far East by way of the Caucasus. 
His contention was subsequently supported by various manuscripts. Harkavy is 
also responsible for exposing the falsified testimonies of the notorious Karaite 
Pirkowitch, who sought to persuade official Russia that the Karaites were the real 
and original Jews. 

Harkavy was for some time Oriental Professor at the St. Petersburg 
University, but owing to a dispute with the famous scholar, Professor Chwolson 
(a baptised Jew), he left the University, and was appointed in 1877 chief librarian 
of the Hebrew department at the Imperial Library of St. Petersburg, a position 
he still holds. Apart from his achievements in the field of Jewish history and 
learning, Dr. Harkavy also takes great interest in the communal affairs of St..

Jewish Farmers in the United States. 


The report of the Jewish Agricultural and Industrial Aid Society, New York, 
for the year 1910 records that the number of Jewish farmers in the United States, 
so far as is known to the Society,,.is 3,339, who occupy 2,984 farms. These 
figures represent but a fractional part of the number of Jewish farmers in the 
States, and they deal with families not with individuals. - The Society estimates 
from figures in its possession that the number of Jews on farms in the country is 
over 30,000. Inthe eleven years that the Society has been in existence it has 
granted 1,844 loans, amounting in the aggregate to over one million dollars, to 
1,694 farmers occupying 1,458 farme. 


Jewish Affairs in Odessa under Pelican.

Since Purim, M. Pelican is the actual manager of Jewish affairs in Odessa. 
The Burial Society is conducted by the nominees of this staunch anti-Semite, and, 


at his command, Jewish committees and sub-committees are made and unmade. 
General Tolmatcheff is only acting as M. Pelican’ssupervisor. Itis the latter who 
now determines the amounts levied from bereaved families for funerals, the sums 
ranging from 3,000 to six roubles. As Chairman of the reactionary Municipality, 
he also insists on the raising of the tax on kosher meat, and his triumph in the 
matter is assured. Amongst the latest ideas is the organisation of a club of 
reactionary Jews with a view to attracting the latter towards the parties of the 
Right, thus ensuring their support at the coming general elections, as the Jews 


still outnumber the Russians on the new register by 530 votes. 


Destructive Cyclone in the Jewish Colonies in the Argentine. 


Reports to hand from the Argentine give particulars of serious damage caused 
to nearly all the Jewish colonies by a recent cyclone. A considerable number of 
houses were blown to the ground, and unfortunately in one home the colonist with 
his wife and two children were killed. Numerous other settlers were seriously 
injured. Many head of cattle perished and valuable implements were destroyed. 
The damage to property is estimated at three-quarters of a million frances.

Even the 
modern Rabbi is guilty of the offence, while in several cases the police and the 
registrars have themselves translated the Jewish first names into Russian equiva 
lents When I was at school, an inspector refused to pronounce a Jewish first 
name, commenting on the convenience to Russians to deal with names familiar to 
them.

The new Immigration Act was introduced by General Smuts, Minister of the 
Interior for South Africa, on March I3th. It was subjected to a trenchant 
criticism by Mr. Alexander, M.L.A., who was followed by Mr. Emile Nathan, 
M.L.A. The Bill was read a second time, but several important amendments 
will, it is probable, be introduced at the Committee stage. 

Under the presidency of Princess Metternich a Committee was constituted in 
Vienna some time ago to erect a monument to the famous actor, the late Ritter 
von Sonnenthal. The monument has been completed but the anti-Semitic 
municipality has not yet consented to grant a site m one of the public gardens of 
the city. 

Out of fifty -one seats in the Town Council of Czernowitz (Austria), nineteen 
were gained by Jews at the recent elections. The anti-Semitic coalition 
successful in only three constituencies. 

Chief of Battalion Ruetf, of the French Colonial Army, has been appointed 
Commander of the battalion, which is being sent to Morocco. 

The Prince Regent of Bavaria has sent an autograph letter, couched in very 
atiectionate terms, to the Rabbi of Munich in acknowledgment of the. homage 
tendered His Royal Highness by the Rabbis in Bavaria on the occasion of his 
ninetieth birthday. 

Lieutenant-Colonel Gustav Morgenstern von Sachegy, of the Austrian Army, 
has, at his own request, been placed on the retired list, with the rank of Colonel. 
He was the last officer on the general staff of the army who holds the gold medal 
for bravery, which he won as a cadet in Bosnia in the year 1878. 

The Protestant Bishop of Hajdu Boszonieny (Hungary), has written a letter 
for publication in his diocese, in which he denounces the “ blood accusation ” that, 
in view of the approach of Passover, has again cropped up and is declared by him 
to be absolutely false. 

The example of the Austrian Lloyd Steamship Company has been followed 
by the Russian Levant Line, which now also provides Jewish passengers to and 
from Palestine, vid Odessa and Jaffa, with kosher food if they so desire. 

Another gift, this time of 20,000 francs, has been made to the Hirsch Hospital 
in Salonica, the donor being M. Salomon Hassidi. This and Rabbi Matalon’s 
donation of 36,000 francs will be expended on the building of two new wings.

MANCHESTER. 
The Protection of Women and Girls. 
— 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

SiR,—In this week’s issue of your paper there appears a letter from Mr. 
M. H. Valentine, in which there are some inaccuracies, probably unintentional, 
that require to be cleared away. 

In the first place, Mr. Montefiore did not go to Manchester to urge the forma 
tion of a Society for the Suppression. of the White Slave Traffic. The whole 
subject matter of his speech bore upon the protection and safeguarding of Jewish 
girls and young women, and his purpose in addressing the meeting was to arouse 
greater interest in the Manchester community in the work that had already been 
started by the Manchester Jewish Society for the Protection of Girls and Women. 
The whole of Mr. Montetiore’s address was based upon the saying, “ prevention is 
better than cure.” The question of the traffic was only introduced to show, 
generally, what is often the fate of such girls who, when in need of advice and 
protection, do not know to whom to turn to obtain them. 

Mr. Valentine’s statement that the formation of this new society in Manchester 
‘will give outside friends the impression that there must be an abnormal amount 
of wrong-doing amongst us,” is a statement frequently made by those who are not 
fully acquainted with the work that is being carried on on behalf of girls and 
women. The fact stated by him that there are some Jewish girls upon the streets 
in Manchester, is, in my opinion, sufficient evidence to show the necessity for 
such a society as has already been formed. These girls may very easily lead others 
astray, and it is not always possible for the Ladies’ Vigilant Society alone to carry 
on such difficult preventive work. Sev eral of the ladies of that organisation were 
present at both meetings, and expressed themselves greatly in favour of the 
extended work which was suggested to them. 

The great majority of your readers, and especially those who were present at 
the Jewish International Conference in London a vear ago, will know that every 
effort is being made, and not by Jews alone, to arouse interest in the subject of the 
protection of girls and women in every part of the world. When most other 
nationalities and creeds are making strenuous efforts to protect their girls, should 
our community hold itself aloof when our girls (owing to the stress of sad circum 
stances) stand in particular need of special care ° 

We hope that in time there will be a Jewish Protective Committee in every 
large town and seaport where there is a Jewish community.

The final award of Alderman T 
arbitrator appointed by the Board of Trade in the dispute 
between the Jewish masters and men in the Leeds’ clothing 
trade, was received here late on Monday night. This, it is 
understood, finally settles the dispute which came to a head 
some six weeks ago, and since then has been the subject of 
several conferences between the representatives of the masters and men, and 
Alderman Smith. On March 10th last, the arbitrator gave his award on such 
points as compulsory labour, victimisation, the formation of a Board of Concilia 

tion and Arbitration, payment of wages, and sub-contracting. At the time, it 
Was naturally agreed to refer the question of hours of labour, overtime, and piece 

work to the determination of the arbitrator, both sides agreeing to accept his 
decision as final and binding. 

Alderman Smith's award covers the points settled om March?10th, and in 
regard to the other matters in dispute, he finds as follows :— 

Workinc Hovurs.—(a) Until the first day of July, 1911, the tentative agreement of 
March the 17th last, by which it was mutually arranged that the working hours should 
be reduced from sixty-one to fifty-nine per week, without any reduction of the present 
rate of wages, shall continue in ‘operation, the worker (whether engaged by the hour or 
the week) to be paid pro rata for the actual number of hours worked each day or week, 
us the case may be; (+) from the first day of July, 1911, the working hours shall be fifty- 
seven per week without any reduction of the then rate of wages, the worker (whether 
engaged by the hour or the week) to be paid pro rata for the actual number of hours 
worked, each day or week, as the case may *¢ (c) from the 3ist day of December, 1911, 
the working hours shall be fifty-four per week, without any reduction of the then rate of 
wage, the worker (whether engaged by the hour or the week) to be paid pro rata for the 
actual number of hours worked, each day or week, as the case may be; (d) the number 
of hours to be worked each separate day, may, by mutual arrangement, be varied from 
time to time to meet the exigencies of the trade. 

ExTRA Pay ror Overtime.—I decide that the claim of the operatives for extra 
payment for overtime (having regard to the prevailing custom and seasonal character of 
the trade) has not been established, but if overtime becomes more general or systematic 
throughout the year, it should be competent for the Operatives’ Union to re-open the 
question of extra payment for overtime at the commencement of 1912, or at any time 
thereafter. : 

Precework.—! award that piecework may be worked, provided that a log or state- 
ment of prices or rates for each separate operation, process, or part of a garment, shall 
have been mutually agreed upon between the Master and Operative Tailors’ Associa. 
tions, or by the Board of Conciliation and Arbitration (but not by individual bargaining), 
provided also that such log or statement of piecework prices or rates for each operation, 
process, or part of a garment, when agreed to, shall yield to an ordinary worker not less 
than the wage per hour the said worker would earn, calculated on the basis of the hour 
or time rate in existence at the date such piecework prices or rates are fixed.

The Liverpool Hebrew Higher Grade School. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Sin,—I was struck with amazement when I read the letter which appeared in the 
last issue of your valuable journal signed by Rabbi H. Hurwitz, of Sunderland, attack 
ing the Liverpool Higher Grade School and its method of Hebrew teaching. I feel 
rather reluctant either to contradict or to protest against a Rabbi, but alas! the truth 
knows neither favour nor partiality. 1 am, therefore, constrained to refute most 
emphatically the onslanghts of Rabbi Hurwitz upon the method and system applied in 
Dr. Fuchs’ school, have a perfect right to intervene in this controversy, for I have 
my only son in Dr. Fuchs’ school for the last three-and-a-half years. He entered this 
school at the age of ten, with only a poor knowledge of Hebrew reading, and now, 
although only of ordinary abilities, he is able not only to speak Hebrew fluently but he 
has obtained a considerable knowledge of the Bible, Mishna, history, Jewish legends, 
etc., and is able to paraphrase in Hebrew the most difficult passages. How could Rabbi 
Hurwitz assert that the Bible and even the Siddur (!) remained for the pupils a sealed 
book, when I am aware that my son, together with other boys of his standard, but 
far younger than he, boys between the age of eight and eleven, learn every week by a 
thorough system the entire Sedrah with Rashi. A Talmud class has also been in 
existence for the last eighteen months, which has finished the Bible a few times. | 
have frequently been present in this school through all the classes during the hours of 
instruction, and I can testify frankly and publicly that [ cannot imagine a better method 
of implanting religion and knowledge of the Bible and the Talmud than by the 
system.

SHECHITA ATTACKED. 


DR. CHARLES REINHARDT AND HUMANE SLAUGHTERING. 


HELEN, LADY ABINGER presided at the first meeting of the newly-formed 


Council of Justice to Animals, held yesterday week at her residence, Cornwall 
Crardens. 


Dr. CHARLES REINHARDT, who was the principal speaker, said that for 
some considerable time past he had been investigating the conditions under which 
animals are slaughtered for human food, and apart from the City of Carlisle, the 
conditions generally were very bad. The Council of Justice to Animals had been 
brought into existence for the purpose of securing the enforcement of humane 
methods in killing of animals. Their object could be brought about first of all by 
the abolition of the private abattoir, and secondly, by the enforcement of the use 
of painless killing instruments, such as the Greener cartridge killer and that 
advocated by the Royal Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals. Those 
appliances consisted of a specially devised gun, which was applied to the forehead 
in such & manner that the shot or bolt must penetrate the brain and prove 
instantaneously fatal. He recognised that there would be a certain amount of 
ditheulty to contend with before the proposed reforms would be brought about, but 
he maintained that the reforms were so simple and so easy of adoption, that he 
could not help being astonished at the fact that the present conditions should have 
obtained so long. Having concluded his cbhservations on the genera] aspect of the 
question, Dr. Reinhardt dealt with Shechita. One of the most revolting methods 
of slaughtering animals, he averred, was the Jewish method. He had 
visited many slaughtering houses, and everywhere he had been informed that the 
greatest cruelty was inflicted on an animal when killed in the Jewish fashion. 
‘Owing to religious regulations,” he proceeded, “all animals that are used by 
Jews must be bled to death. For this purpose operators, generally Rabbis 
in small towns, and tn larger towns such as London Shochetim, are engaged. They 
are provided with a long knife, and their duty is to bleed the animal to death. 
Before this takes place the animal is thrown, each of its four feet are tied and its 
head strained backwards. This process sometimes occupies several minutes to 
complete, after which the animal's throat is cut.” When he first saw the operation 
tuke place he was extremely distressed, and he put questions to a number of 
superintendents of abattoirs as to. whether they thought the method was a painless 
one, and whether the animal was unconscious immediately after the operation. 
He had not received one answer that was satisfactory. He had been informed in 
all cases that the animal remained conscious for five minutes after the cutting, 
which represented the least amount of time it would remain in misery. In some 
cases it was known that the animal was conscious for the long period of seven 
minutes, and in one case he had ascertained that a poor beast had been conscious 
for the extraordinary time of a quarter ofan hour before death ensued after the 


cutting. “It is idle to say that the animal at once loses consciousness, and that 
it suffers no pain. There is no proof of this. In fact, there is every indication 
that the animal suffers. It is found that if one put one’s finger in 


he eye of an animal several minutes after it had been bleeding 
the eye would respond. On the other hand I have put my finger in the eve of an 
animal after it had been slaughtered by the cartridge method, and there was no 
response.” Great difficulties would be experienced in endeavouring to abolish the 
Jewish method which he characterised, after much experience, as being slow, 
painful, and, in fact, atrocious, for it touched a question of religion. The Jewish 
religion demanded that the animal should: be killed in the way he had mentioned, 
and in no other. However, these difficulties did not enter into the general question, 
and he was of opinion that they had a right to expect that their campaign for all. 
round improvement in the present methods and conditions that obtained would be 
successful. 

Mr. FORWARD expressed himself as in hearty agreement with what Dr. 
Reinhardt had said with reference to Jewish slaughter. It seemed to him incon. 
ceivable that a race in this country should be allowed to pursue a method of 
slaughter that outraged the feelings of the general community in this country. 
Ile recalled that some years ago a deputation, of which he was a member, had 
waited on the Shechita Board. The men comprising this Board, he said, 
were men of noble thought and leaders of the Anglo-Jewish community. 
Certain reforms had been suggested at the time, and the Board expressed the 
wish that the slaughtering should be done in the most painless and effective 
manner possible. But it would appear that little notice had been taken of the 
suggested reforms, and a visit to the slaughtering-house at Deptford, a short 
time ago, revealed the fact that the old abuses were still the order of the 
day. The animal was cast, and put in a_ position ready for the 
Shochet. But, in the process of casting, the animal struggled wildly 
on a slippery floor, and was altogether terrified. The Chief Rabbi had the 
effrontery to tell the public that the animal was let down gently by ropes 
and got into position, without any discomfort to itself. These were not the facts. 
The animal was let down with a heavy thud, and on an examination of the skull, 
he once found that so tight had the animal been twisted that its teeth were 
actually broken. All that inflicted unnecessary pain upon the beast. “* When 
the animal is in position, the Jewish Shochet is called for. This individual ts fond 
of greatly magnifying his importance. He stands outside the slaughtering house 
smoking his cigar and he must perforce be called many times before he thinks of 
attending his duty.” The Jewish method had been abolished in Switzerland and 
Finland, and he was delighted to learn that the Council had taken the matter up, 
and trusted the lead set by those countries would be followed here in regard to the 
Jewish method of slaughter. 

Mr. G. 8. COSTA enquired whether the employment of the cartridge system on 
the animal flavoured the meat. 

Dr. REINHARDT replied that the meat was not in any way affected. A number 
of abattoirs had already adopted that method of slaughtering, and it had only been 
found that by its use, a slight portion of the brain was destroyed. The result was 
that it was sold for a few pence less than the brain of an animal killed by any 
other method. 

Mr. LEONARD HAWKSLBY, in moving a vote of thanks to Lady Abinger, 
trusted the Society would devise means other than killing by cartridge. He had 
known cases where the bullet had penetrated the skull of an animal, passed 
through the back of its head, and injured a stander-by. It would be found, in the 
case. of a number of animals, that the hair in front of the head was so tough that an 
ordinary bolt would not pass.

RABBI LAZARUS AND THE UNITED SYNAGOGUE. 


AN AMERICAN VIEW. 


The Jewish Comment of Baltimore in a leading article headed “ Cheap Rabbis,” 
says 


An incident occurred recently in London on what is there called judget Night 
of the United Synagogue, which goes far to explain the poverty-stricken air, ot the 
English Rabbinate. excepting, of course, the Chief Rabbinate. At this meeting an 


attempt was made by the triends of a Rabbi who receives the princely salary of 1,250 
dollars per annum to have his Waves raised 125 dollars a year, and they Lave evidence ot 
their appreciation of his services and their attachment to him. Did he get it? He did 
not, but he received instead a public raking over the coals; he was slammed round pretty 
freely: a K.C. delivered an eloquent speech in opposition to the unreasonable demands 
of the Minister's friends; it was told how the Chief Rabbi had 
apologise for not Inaintaining a respectful tone In some of his letters to 
stately and dignified members of the United Synagogue, and, worst of all, the charge 
was brought that owing to his failure to visit often enough an institution in which a 
young Jewish boy was kept the lad almost fel! in the hands of the conversionists. It 
seems that no-one thought enough of the apologetic Rabbi to ask his version of the 
affair. That was immaterial. What was his word anyhow against that of the honourable 
officers, the K.C., and other distinguished Rabbi suppressers ” So the battered 
Minister goes back to his work at his old salary, publicly licked by the officers 
of the United Synagogue. The story sounds incredible to ' 
illustrates what a distinguished American-Jewish scholar. who knows Anglo- 
Jewish life, means when he condemns it for its “flunkevism.” The incident 
could not happen in our representative synagogue organisation, not because we 
have better manners, but because the very function of an American Rabbi would 
not permit of such handling of him. Here he is looked upon as a religious leader, the 


representative of his congregation, and often of the community in which he lives. He 
embodies the dignity, the self-respect of the Jews he represents, and they would lift 
their voice in his behalf. Fancy an officer of the Union of American Hebrew Congre- 
gations attacking the respected Rabbi of a congregation to which he does not belong, in 
order to keep him out of a paltry increase of a starvation salary! Littleness and mean- 
-ess could no further go. That, however, is a good way to make the Rabbi know his 
place, and will teach him to take off his shoes before he comes into the presence of real 
gentlemen. If a community wishes flunkeys, that is as good a way as any to make them.

THE SHOPS BILL. 


DEBATE ON SECOND READING. 


MR. LIONEL DE ROTHSCHILD’'S MAIDEN SPEECH. 
HOUSE OF COMMONS.-—FRIDAY. 

Mr. MASTERMAN, Under-Secretary of State for the Home Department, moved 
the second reading of the Shops Bill. In dealing with the Sunday Closing pro- 
visions. he referred to the difficulties encountered in dealing with the Jews and 
said that these questions were more appropriate for discussion on the Committee 
stage. 

Mr. H. BOTTOMLEY (South Hackney), in moving the rejection of the Bill. 
referred to the tick of enthusiasm for the measure, and said that the Jewish Board 
of Deputies were strongly opposed to the Bill. He quoted from the President's 
address at the annual meeting of the Board, in which Mr. Alexander said: “ We 
hope the Home Secretary will abandon these objectionable features of his proposed 
Bill.” 

Sir F. BANBURY (City of London), in seconding the motion, said in the course 
of his remarks : Part Ll. provides that a shop may be kept open for serving cus 
tomers of the Jewish religion, but no other customers until twelve o'clock in the 
afternoon on Sunday.

I would, however, point out to the House that under the regulations which 
it is proposed to make by this Bill there will be no more Jewish shops open on a 
Sunday than are open at the present time. It would obviously not be to the benefit 
of a large Jewish shop to remain closed on Saturday and to open only on Sunday 
for business with Jewish customers, whether the scheme be workable or not. But 
the provisions of the Bill will really only affect the small Jewish trader who lives 
in the East End of London and who opens his shop on Sunday, but only for Jewish 
customers. lam glad to say that Sunday is quite as much respected by the Christian 
community as the Sabbath is respected by the Jewish community. The Christians 
are no more anxious to buy or trade on a Sunday than the Jews are anxious 
to buy or trade on a Saturday ; and | think that the proposals which the Govern- 
ment make, though | hope they will be altered somewhat before the final stages of 
the bill are reached, are not really unduly to the advantage of the Jewish trader 
or to the disadvantage of his fellow British subject. I thank the House for their 
kind attention, and I only wish to say, speaking on behalf of the Jews of this 
country, that they are as anxious as anybody to see social reforms carried out. 
They hope that these reforms now proposed may be carried out to the benefit of 
all and to the detriment of none. It is for that reason I heartily welcome this 
measure, and I trust that it may prove beneficial to a large number of small shop 
keepers and shop assistants all over England by conferring on them an amount of 
leisure which they as a class otherwise have little chance to obtain. 

Mr. CHURCHILL (Home Secretary), in the course of his reply on the debate, said: 
With regard to the subject of Jewish traders, the bon. gentleman, who spoke on their 
behalf, and who made a pleasant contribution to the debate, supported the second 
reading of this Bill. Ido not look upon the clause as one which is wholly satis- 
factory as it stands, and I should lke to see the Grand Committee cudgelling its 
brains for an hour or two in the attempt to find a better solution; but I will say 
this, that the clause would not be quite so silly in practice as it looks upon paper. 

Sir G. KEMP (Manchester, N.W:) said: As to the question of Jews, of whom 
I have a great number in my constituency, the hon. member who spoke for the 
Jews met the main objection with regard to the provisions dealing with the Jews 
in the Bill. He said with perfect justice that the Jews do not wish to trade on 
their Sabbath, and that the Christians do not wish to trade on their Sabbath. If 
that is so, there will be no hardship if the Jews only deal with the Jews on the 
Christian Sabbath, and would meet the entire objection made by the Jews that 
their shops should not be confined to dealing with their coreligionists.

Gawler on “ How to Secure Individual Work in In his opening 
remarks he strongly condemns the graded system, and says that the evil influence 
of the “ payment by results * days still survives. “ Weare all agreed,” he says, 
that happiness is children’s birthright, and yet I venture to assert that you will 
detect manifestations of yoy more frequently in the tail of a dog than in the tail of 
a class.” Mr. Gawler’s explanations of his methods makes delightful reading, and 
it is pleasant to hear that the encouragement of individual work reduces the 
master's disciplinary function to a minimum, “ for individual work, coupled with 
freedom of action, strengthens self-control and intensifies respect for authority and 
cheerful attention to duty.” Mr. Gawler suggests the introduction into the time. 
tables of an optional lesson, a lesson *‘ where each child ts perfectly free to engage 
in any educational work it pleases.” ‘‘I will promise you this,” he says 
humorously, *‘ your asses will work like mules, your mules like horses, and your 
horses will grow wings, and yours shall be the pleasure of seeing an entire class, 
under self-control, working at the top of its endeavours.” Altogether a delightfully 
original andsuggestive paper! In“ Jewish " schools, where there is surely abundant 
opportunity for the display and development of individuality, Mr. Gawler’s sug- 
gestions might be given a trial. Or is it necessary to suppress individuality in these 
schools ?

The latest educational story hails from Gravel Lane Council School. A 
teacher was giving a scripture lesson about Adam and Eve. ‘*‘ And Adam,” said 
the teacher, ** fell into a deep sleep, and while he was asleep a bone was taken 
from his body. Now, what do you think was made out of that bone?” A tiny 
hand shot up and the reply came pat: ** Please teacher, gravy”! 


A correspondent has written to this journal to enquire as to the number of Jewish 
teachers on the staff of the London Education Committee. It is much less than is 
generally supposed. There are several schools in the East End, attended to the 
extent of eighty and ninety per cent. by Jewish children, which have only one or 
two Jews or Jewesses on the staff. Outside the Jewish voluntary schools and 
those Council schools treated as Jewish for the purpose of holidays, the number of 
Jewish teachers employed is infinitesimal. These teachers are, of course, allowed 
the Jewish holidays, but have to hold themselves ready to go on “supply” to Jewish 
schools when they are open and the “Christian” schools are on holiday. We 
should be glad to publish any reliable statistics of the number of Jewish teachers 
in London that may be compiled by readers. 


Considerable satisfaction has been expressed at the decision of University 
College School to abolish Saturday instruction. There is a very large proportion of 
Jewish boys attending the school, and the holding of Saturday school proved a very 
strong temptation (to which many unhappily succumbed) to break the Sabbath. 
It is to be hoped that the Jewish support of the school, particularly of the building 
fund, will indicate communal appreciation of the change. 


NEW JEWISH COLONY. 


10,000 ACRES. 


PROJECTED IN THE ARISCH DISTRICT, 


[Special to the Jewish Chronicle.”’ ] 


[In the year 1903, it will be recollected, the late Dr. Herzl, after having 
failed to obtain any satisfactory concession from the Ex-Sultan Abdul Hamid in 
respect to Zionist effort in Palestine, placed himself into contact with the British 
Government, his idea being to obtain a grant of land for Jewish settlement situated 
in the El Arisch district, between Egypt and the Holy Land. The territory between 
those two points includes the Pelusium plain, which at one time was extremely 
fertile and probably the original habitat of the Hittites, who formed a nation of 
considerable ‘power when the ancient Hebrews first migrated from Egypt. The 
British Government, which looked with much favour upon the project, declared, 
however, it would have to be carried out under the auspices of Lord Cromer, who 


then was British Resident in Egypt, the territory involved being Egyptian terri 
tory. After some negotiation, a tentative offer to the Zionist Organisation 
was conceded by the late Boutros Ghali Pasha, the then Foreign Murnister, 
on behalf of the Khedive, of a territory which, for practical pur 


poses, may be said to be that which would be enclosed in an 
isosceles triangle, drawing a line from the East of the Suez Canal to Akabah 
and another, West of Gaza to Akabah, with the coast as the base. A 
commission, of which the late Colonel Goldsmid and a representative of the 


Egyptian Government were members, visited the district. Upon their report it 
was found that the territory was unsuitable for purposes of colonisation except in 
small parts, and the scheme was abandoned. It will, by-the-bye, be recollected 
that it was in view of.the abandoning of the E! Arisch scheme that Mr. Chamber 
lain communicated the proposal to Dr. Herzl of a settlement for Jews in the Mau 
escarpment in British East Africa, and which offer, also subse yuentl abandoned, 
had such historic bearings upon the Zionist movement, one of its not least 
important being the creation of Mr. Zangwill’s organisation, the Ito.

more accessible than is Jaffa, and that already Rapha is_ used for 
transport of merchandise which is sent thence from Palestine by road, 


boats plying between Rapha and Port Said. One of the objections which was 
raised by the Egyptian Government to Herzl’s. proposals referred to the political 
ditficuity of the territory, it had at that time determined where 
K.gvptian territory ended and Turkish territory began. Since then, a delimitation 
of the frontier has taken place, and Rapha is on the west of the boundary-line, 
and consequently is within Egyptian territory. It, however, is claimed for Rapha 
that it was part of Biblical Palestine. Another difficulty that has reference to the 
district generally. that of the absence of water, does not, We are assured, apply to 
Rapha, where the water supply is said to be good. Nor is the neighbourhood of 
Rapha devoid of colonising experiments. At Chanjunes the Arabs are declared to 
have succeeded in creating splendid fruit plantatr the place being a garden 
city, with some 5,000 inhabitants. At Beni Shallaand Schechkwued, both near 
Raph i, eXtensive plantations are also said to thrive. 
IN “ THE LAND OF THE PHARAOHS.’ 

Under the auspices of the Organisation minute examination of Rapha has 
taken place during the last eighteen months, and according to the report the 
district is “especially fitted for the production of almonds, apricots, figs, olives, 
mulberry trees, eucalyptus, castor, and cactus of the very best quality, and it is 
believed that the vine grape could also be planted with great success.” Dr. 
Nossig, to whose energy is largely due the progress that it has made so far, has 
been unremitting in his work for the establishment of the colony, and be has now 
formed, by the aid of two organisations, one in Byalstock and the other in Jaffa, 
the “Orient Colonising Co.,” for the especial purpose of forwarding the Rapha 
scheme. With that object in view, Dr. Nossig has for some time been in London 
seeking English aid to the proposed Jewish colony; of particular interest, be it 
noted, from the English point of view, seeing that its /oca/ will be in Egyptian 
territory and thus under the wmgis of British rule in “ the land of the Pharaohs.” 

The Organisation, we are informed, has secured the rights of land at Rapha 
to the extent of some 50,000 dunums (about 10,000 acres), and has the option of a 
further 50,000 dunums. There is, therefore, sufficient land for the forming of a 
colony, larger in extent than any of the Jewish colonies at present established in the 
Near East, either in Palestine, Cyprus or Anatolia. Assisting Dr. Nossig in his 
work is Herr Oscar T. Schweriner, the Editor of the Berliner Lokalanzewer, from 
whose pen the Daily Mail and the Sphere are this week publishing interesting 
articles concerning the Rapha and kindred Jewish colonising projects.

We, 
inspectors and examiners, do not require any reminder from without. With the 
time and material available, and with the funds supplied mainly by English Jews, 
often with munificent generosity, but not- always accompanied with the 
‘ Hechsher ” of orthodoxy, much has been done, and much remains to be done; 


but it will not be done by hvstercal shrieking on the part of one class, nor can it 
be done without money coming from the other class. But, further, I doubt 
whether any of the Rabbis at the Conference could give us a lesson upon the 


methods of Hebrew education tn its entire bearings. Who made them the critics 
of the Anglo-Jewish community, its clerical and lay leaders, with its institutions, 
some of the latter even remarkable models, worthy of imitation? By what 
title do they arrogate to themselves to speak against them all? Is it on account 
of their superior saintiiness and scholarship? \s regards the latter, I have just 
to-day received a volume of examination papers from London University, includ 
ing the B.A. honoufs examination in Hebrew and Aramaic set for last year. ] 
will hazard the statement that not one of the foreign rabbis present at the Con 
ference would be capable of passing this examimation, which for some years past 
is taken by the higher students of Jews’ College. They may koow Talmud and 
iichai A ta but. with perhaps one or two exceptions the, have knowledge 
of the wider Hebraic learning, certainly not on scientific and practical lines. 

(2) You, Rabbis, speak of ‘the purity of family life.” whatever you may mean 
by this expression. But I will take only one phase of 1t--the most serious, because 
the most comprehensive. H{tad you or your colleagues done your duty abroad in 
Russia and in other countries in the East, which you, misleading the reading public, 
now hold up as the pattern of purity, there would have been no necessity for an 
Association here like that of the “ Jewish Association for the Protection of Girls 
and Women.” Surely, without going into details, vou must know that the work 
of the Association deals with those hailing from Russia ahd elsewhere: and. 
therefore, the cry of the Rabbis at the Conference, ** Purity of family hfe,” casts 
a reflection upon themselves, and not upon the English Ministers or the English 
community, for their negligence in not insisting tn. practical form that morality 
is the highest “law of the Torah. Talmud, and S/iv im Arucn.”

I have so far spoken generally; let us now come to particulars. In a word,

«ported in vour issues of 10th and 17th March), I would say of them in ths though trivial 
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to Some people—is a terrible indictment against the foreign Jews ; for only these 
are employed in the preparation of these historic symbols of our religion. Let 
the foreign Rabbis then see to this abuse in their midst as much as possible, and 
[am sure no-one will quarrel with them, or question their authority. But let 
them do it quietly, without fuss and self-advertisement. 

(7) “Assimilation.” The platitudes indulged in on this head were too trivial to 
deserve further notice. Practically, we all of us have spoken or written on this 
theme: nor have the Rabbis spoken the last word on the subject. 

As regards (8) “ Rabbin cal Organisation.” How can you expect Rabbinical 
Organisation—an end much to be desired and aimed at, when the Rabbis them- 
selves. in conference assembled at Leeds, have shown to the world how utterly 
devoid they are of the “ability to command,” even though may 
‘commanding ability ;” and how they have begun their work of organisation by dis 
organising matters in such a manner, that they have alienated from themselves 
the sympathy which they and their cause might have won for them, and have 
already. caused a reaction t in, the consequences of which it 1s difficult at 
present to tabulate. It is to be hoped that they have not deferred sine di the 
question of improvements in respect of Rabbinical organisation 

To refer but to one more particular point—the Mikvah. It may interest some 
of your readers to know that my svnagogue at Bavewater has always hel ped bo 
maintain a Mikvah situated a stone's throw from the synagogue, even though in 
this action it has not been supported by any of the other West End congregations. 

Sir, 1 eannot encroach much longer upon your valuable space, and must hasten 
to draw my remarks to a close. | 

Some of you Rabbis and your partisans seem to lose sight of the following 
three points: That far from imitating your sweeping denunciations of the whole of 
Anglo-Jew rv with its Ministers, we are pleased Lo acknowledge that there are 
exceptions among vou: but we know,..in the words of the Rabbis of old, 
AO NRO the wrong ones prevent the “ right ones ” from 
doing the right thing. Secondly, you seem to forget the Scriptural warning, “ Life 
and death are in | and you have, therefore, by your 
onslaughts, vitiated and it a quietus. Thirdly, you have not 
realised that fanatic | nopoly of the Spanish Inquisition, nor of the 
Russian Holy Orthodox Church, but that it may exist in equally virulent form 
among some of those who profess" orthodox” Judaism,and, what is worse, it isoften 
directed against those of their own race. Yet, whilst some would excommunicate 
a Spinoza, there are others who piea lin sympathy for the victim of hate, and try 
to soften the harshness of the situation,crying (in the words of Gutzkow) “ Es ist 
schon Alles da gewesen.” While some fanatical members of the community would 
drive away an Isaac Disraeli for non-compliance with some hard and fast rule, 
there are others who pref r to Waive privileges and rights, instituted by human 
hands, rather than expel a man and his descendants from the fold of Judaism. 

You are forgetting, that by vour extravagant demands in the name of Judaism, 
il cannot to-dav go into further details} you, too, are running the rnsk of driving 
Jews and English, but your own countrymen and country- 
women—from the pale of Judaism, leading them to apostasy or to free thought. 

Some of vou answer: much the better: let us define our colours, and 
make a sharp line of demarcation between us!” I and others say, No! we will 
not repeat the sins of the past; we will draw these to us, and keep them to moderate, 
who knows, to conservative Judaism. From personal knowledge | could multiply 
instances of men, who abroad, in their childhood, were devoted to the study 
of the Talmud, etc., were roused to early service at three or four o'clock in the 
morning, made to fulfil the minutiw of ritual practice, and who are now, alas, free- 
thinkers, their children marrying Goyim; they will soon have left us altogether. 
You know that this is the case as well as I do, aye, better than I do. 

Then, I ask, in the face of such facts and dangers, what good purpose can be 
served, for the cause of Judaism or religion generally, by your wilfully holding 
vourselves aloof, by your manner and methods, from deliberating with those who 
are equally interested in the conservation of Jewish Law and Practice as your 
selves, and who, if they be not equally versed in Talmudic studies and ritual 
judgments, are yet better acquainted with modern conditions and the methods of 
present-day administration and government, even as atfecting Jewish Law ? 

In conclusion, then, | sum up and repeat: Why and wherein did the Leeds 
Conference fail 

First. because some of those who took part in it (unwittingly, perhaps, yet 
none the less truly) travestied our Holy Religion, and, by exaggeration and extrava- 
gance of demands, exhibited to the world a wrong presentation of Judaism. 

Secondly, because they abused the rights of hospitality, by fomenting discord 
between class and class, some of the Rabbis developing a dangerous species of rabies 
even among their own members attending the Conference. 

Thirdly, because in their proceedings, criticism descended to abuse (I have it 
upon unimpeachable authority), and some of the speakers were playing to the 
lowest instincts of the gallery. Hence their assaults upon a body of men, from 
the Chief Rabbi downwards, who, whatever faults of commission or omission they 
may have, are yet second to no Ministers of Religion for hard work, devotion to 
duty, self-sacrifice and earnestness of purpose, not always to be measured by 
newspaper advertisements or by open results. 

And now for the »ora/, and at the same time a word in defence of the Con- 
ference at Leeds. I honestly believe that this Conference of Rabbis would never 
have taken place had there been greater wisdom and forethought in the community 
here a few decades ago. There wouki, indeed, have been no need for it: for. in 
the first place, our venerable Chief Rabbi would have been surrounded by a 
strong body-guard of English-trained diploméd Rabbis, fully qualified to support 
him, and to share his duties and responsibilities ; and secondly, I fully believe that 
the foreign element in our midst would have entertained that respect for, and con- 
fidence in, such English Rabbis, that they would have gladly submitted to their 
guidance in all things. 

The Rabbis at the recent Conference have certainly not helped matters. They 
may have meant well; some undoubtedly did. But they failed on the whole, and 
pitifully did they fail. They exemplified the old adage: Duo cum faciunt idem. 
non est idem. ‘Two people may do one and the same thing—one may succeed, the 
other may fail. Yours obediently,

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Tre Rev. Dr. J. HocuMan, preaching last Sabbath at the New West End Syna- 
gogue, said: Orthodoxy either is or it isnot a right attitude of mind. Let those who 
really are orthodox claim the title, and all honour to them in the faith which they find true 
for themselves.

But can we calmly and completely accept the 
doctrine knowing as we do how very much the advancement of saewioles has been 
hampered and hindered in the past by conscientious, God-fearing, narrow-minded 
bigots? Torquemada had the fear of God in his heart. Was his burning of heretics 
the beginning of knowledge? We would rather. in the spirit of Rabbinic exegisis, render 
the verse “The fear of God is Fy't"N the ‘first fruit’ of knowledge,” and wait patiently 
until, if not the orthodox Rabbis of the Leeds Conference, then at least their congre- 
gants will.

It 1s far and away th: best help to the studv of the Bible which has 
ever been produced in English for the use of Jewish children It is very difficult 
to quote specimens, for all the narratives and the various aids are equally good. 

Is it too much to expect the Jewish Religious Education Board to place this 
work on show at their office’ When I was still permitted to serve on that Board, 
l again and again urged the formation of a hbrary of books, maps, charts, pictures, 
intended to teach Hebrew and Religion. Teachers (both professional and 
amateur) ought to be able to examine for themselves the aids available. l now 
very earnestly repeat my suggestion. 

THE SERVANT OF THE LORD.” — R. H. Kennett. 

No prophetic utterances surpass in interest the four Isaianic. passages (Isaiah 
xlit., 1-7; xlix., 1-12: 1, 4-9; li., 13-lit.), in which the character and mission of 
the “Servant of the Lord” are described. Professor Kennett’s new discussion of 
the subject (London, Arnold, price 2s. 6d.,) is attractive and original. And while 
the book isshort and easily readable, vet it at the same time contains a close critical 
study of the problem. Professor Kennett has no hesitation in pronouncing that 
the “Servant” is Israel, vet not the whole Israelite nation. 

This leads the author to trace the development in Israel of the “ conscious- 
ness of a national mission to the world,” and he finds that this consciousness comes 
to its height in the Maccabw#an period, amid the Hassidim, and in the environment 
of the synagogue. Professor Kennett’s very original suggestion is that the syna 
gogue and not the Temple was the place where the Jewish consciousness attained 
to vital reality. “The Temple was a place in which to svcrifice, and save that its 
ritual differed from that of Gentile Temples, there was nothing (with the possible 
exception of certain hymns sung by the Levitical choirs), to remind the Jew that 
he belonged to a. nation apart.” Iam not quite prepared to assent to this, but no 
one can question the absolute certainty of what follows :— 

In the synagogue, however, he received instruction in the unique Law of Israel; in 
the svnagogue he heard read the sacred books which related what great things Jehovah 
had done for his fathers: in the synagogue he could never forget that he was a Jew, of 
the seed of Jac ob, a fact of which the Hellenisers appeared to have lost sight; and conse- 
quently he would naturally be disposed to regard those who attended the synagogue as 
the true Israel, the true heirs to the promises which Jehovah had made to the fathers. the 
true remnant of Israel which in the end would be saved. 

These synagogue-goers were the Hassidim, This is a remarkable conclusion, 
then: the universalists, the men with the widest outlook, were not the Hellenisers 
but the Maccabwan saints! This is true psychology 


| and | believe also true 
history. 


Professor Kennett deserves much praise for so clearly formulating this 
truth, and his theory as to the Maccabwan applicability of the Servant passages has 
thus very much in its favour. This applicability is none the less probable, because 
the Servant passages may be in germ far older. 

Phere is only one other passage in this excellent book to which attention will 
now be drawn. Professor Kennett’s method is critical. But criticism is not 
destruction. He puts this very cogently in these sentences: He protests against 

The injustice of calling such a process of literary analysis destructive criticism. 
One does not destroy a house, or render it unfit for the purpose for which it is intended, 
by the attempt to assign dates to the materials of which it is composed. 
his parallel is very apt. And Professor Kennett’s whole book is a valuable proof 
that criticism and construction are quite compatible.

THE GINSBURG COLLECTION OF HEBREW BIBLES. 


TERCENTENARY EXHIBITION AT VICTORIA STREET 


In connection with the Tercentenary of the Authorised Version. the British 
and Foreign Bible Society in Queen Victoria Street have now opened an exhibition 
of Bibles, which 1s to be on view for three months. <A feature of the exhibition is 
the collection of Hebrew Bibles which has just been purchased from Dr, Ginsburg. 
The items in this collection are :— 


(1.) The Editio Princeps of the Pentateuch, with Targum Onkelos and the 
commentary of Rashi round the margins. It is printed on vellum at Bologna, and 
dated 1482. 

(2.) The second edition of the Hebrew Bible, printed at Naples in 1491, on 
vellum. 

(3.) Of special interest is the copy shown of the third edition, printed by 
Bomberg at Venice in 1525, for this copy belonged to Martin Luther and has his 
autograph notes. He presented it to his friend, Bernhard Ziegler. Luther 
appears to have written a good Hebrew hand, but he makes a curious error in 
transcribing the passage M¥3¢ NON Y23. He spells the last word with an LP at 
the end in place of a M. 

(4.) Another Hebrew Bible is shown, with a fresh Latin translation prepared 
by 5. Munster (Basle, 1534). This edition is said Lo hay e intluenced the 
Reformers’ versions both in Switzerland and England; hence both the Great 
Bible and the Bishops’ Bible. 

(5.) The case of Hebrew scrolls in the Ginsburg collection contains a scroll of 
the ‘Torah (13th century) every column of which begins with the letter }. 

(6.) A scroll of the Book of Esther is shown which “when folded is in the 
form of a stem, which represents a tree or primitive form of writing material.” 

Apart from the Ginsburg collection some other valuable scrolls are displayed. 
One was found in a cave near Damascus, and is believed to be about four hundred vears 
old. It is written on sixty sheepskins, and contains two hundred and four columns 
of writing. It was presented in his memory by the widow of the late Dr. Wright, 
who was the Society’s literary superintendent. 

A Torah roll written on vellum is exhibited which is so small that it could be 
placed in the pocket. It is, nevertheless, beautifully clear, and can be read with 
comfort. 


In the same case is a Geniza Roll belonging to the 10th or 11th century.

English Jews have been satisfied 
to be guided by the authority of their judgment of the qualifications which a 
Shochet should The community have been informed that all meat 
killed by persons not licensed by the Ecclesiastical Authorities is trifa. <A foreign 
Jewish Rabbi comes to this country and announces that he can kill without the 
license of the Lcclesrastica! Authorities, and al] “unimals killed by him without 
such license are kosher. Here we have an illustration of what I complain of, 
namely, foreign Jews coming to this country and setting themselves in opposition 
to and defying the recognised constituted authorities by which English Jews are 
content to abide. He may be right, or he may be wrong. I confess my ignorance 


possess. 


on the subject, but I do know that - the consequence is_ that no 
English Jew now knows whether he eating kosher or  trifa 
meat, and how is this question sought to be determined? By the parties 


concerned rushing into litigation and bringing their quarrels for determination 
into an English Court of Justice in an. action for libel in which 
the question for the jury to determine is whether meat killed by a foreign Jewish 
Rabbi withont the license or authority of the Ecclesiastical Board is trifa or not ; 
a number of Jewish witnesses. being summoned on both sides, one set of witnesses 
declaring that according to Jewish law such meat is trifa, another set of witnesses 
declaring that such meat is kosher, and all the Jewish learning and Rabbinical 
optnions on the subject are submitted to the determination of a jury of Christians 
Just fancy the irony and grotesqueness of a jury of “ Butchers and Bakers and 
Cand estick-makers ” having to determine a question of Jewish Jaw, a matter upon 
which they have as much knowledge as of the contents of the Zenda-Vesta of 
Zoroaster, or the doctrines of Confucius. Is it any wonder that the Jews by their 
quarrels and differences are arousing the contempt and the anger of their fellow- 
countrymen? Again I ask, what are the leaders of our community doing? Can. 
not the Council of the United Synagogue and the Board of Deputies and the Board 
of Shechita, and all the other Jewish Boards, wherever they exist, or any, or 
either of them, step in and prevent questions of this kind being made public and 
discussed in an English Court of Law? Could not the members of these com. 
munal institutions, instead of passing so many votes of congratulations and con- 
dolences with each other, and, metaphorically, ironing their hats and putting on 
their best Shobbos clothes, when forming deputations to wait upon distinguished 
personalities, combine to build a laundry, in which the dirty clothes of the Jews 
could be privately washed, instead of being washed so often in public? 

Again I am told there is to be more litigation in the English Courts of Law 
over the question whether or not the New Synagogue shall be closed and the 
building and site sold for a large sum of money, which could be more advan- 
tageously devoted to communal purposes. A few seatholders are threatening to 
apply to the Court of Chancery for an injunction to stop the sale of the premises, 
in opposition to the express wishes of a very large majority of those interested. 
Oh this stiff-necked race! to air their opposition in an English Court of Law! 
Will they never settle their quarre!s and differences by mutual concessions? I 
verily believe, and I sincerely hope, that God in his irfinite mercy, will never 
allow this quarrelsome race to bec»me a nation of themselves again. I believe 
that Zionism would be the greitest calamity that could happen to the Hebrew 
race, because their perpetual quarrelling, without English Courts of Law to appeal 
to, would bring about as many revolutions as have taken place in many of the 
South American States, and they would ultimately end in falling upon and 
destroying each other like the proverbial “ Kilkenny cats.” Excuse this plain 
Speaking. . | know many others who entertain similar views~but are afraid to 
express them. Iam not. 

Strolling down to my club a few weeks ago, a member buttonholed me in the 


emoking-room and asked: “ When is trifa meat not trifa meat and when is trifa 
meat kosher.” With a sinkingof the heart. knowing to what he was referring, I 
put a smile on my lips and said, “Ask another.” Said another member: “ You 
isk Felix how many angels can dance on the point ofa needle. His ancestors used to 
discuss that question centuries ago.” IT replied, “Ido not know what my ancestors 
finally determined on. but I do know they were a race of warriors, priests and 
philosophers centuries ago, at the time vour anceseters were a race of naked 
semi-savages, staining their bodies with woad.” at which the members present, 
perhaps afraid of hurting my feelings, changed the subject of conversation. 

This is bnt one ont of manv illustrations of the evil effect of the teachings of 
these foreign Rabbis. I have personally the greatest respect for their religious 
feelings, and know that in the light of their own religious ideas they are intent 
npon doing good. IT respect these relizions ideas as T respect the relivious ideas of 
the Indian devotee who fixes iron hooks under his shonlder-blades and allows him- 
self to be swung up in the air and snspented, and [ respect the Fakir who never 
washes himself and allows his finger-naileto grow for vears without cutting them. 
These may be religious ideas snitable to the countries in which they are practised, 
bunt I do deprecate Jewish Rabbis coming to this conntry and disseminating 
doctrines and practices which are merely parasitic growths that have attached 
themselves to Judaism. germs of a disease which are poisoning the life-blood of 
the Jews. I object to doctrines and practices such as wearing the Shaitel, which 
might have been snited to religions life in Jeruaalern when the Jews were a nation 
themselves, but which, like the old sacrifices, are not to be observed in the present 
day under totally different conditions. 

If the Jewish Rabbis attempt to force upon their congregations these per- 
nicions doctrines and practices, the only result will be to drive away the members 
of their synagogues. The other day, IT receiv: an account of the fees payable by 
measa member of mv synagocue, and attached to it was a note begging me to 
ybtain new members for the congregation. Is it any wonder that the synagogues 
are comparatively empty? I know men of the past and present generation, 
many of whom have been educated at Harrow and Eton, Cheltenham and Clifton, 
who proceeded to the Universities and become, or are in the course of becoming, 
distinguished members of society and a credit to the Jewish nation. These men 
are thinking for themselves, and not blindly following doctrines and beliefs because 
their ancestors believed in them. Do not let us drive them away from the faith 
by indoctrinating absurdities ansnitable to the present day of enlightenment. 

The late Lord Justice Lopes once told me, in conversation, that his ancestors 
had been Jews. who had forsaken their religion. not on acconnt of the religious 
persecution from without, but throngh the persecution and religious intolerance 
of the members of their own faith. How many other great men who would 
otherwise have shed illustrous glory upon the Jews have forsaken the faith for a 
similar reason. Wase not the creat Spinoza driven from the svnagceocue in Holland 
bv the Rabbis, and excommunicated with curses and maledictions heaped upon his 
head? The words of the curses are preserved in various works dealing with his 
philosophy and his life. which to mv mind contain the most wicked and 
blasphemons incantations ever uttered by human lips. 

But whv are all these observations to fall from me I am only a humble 
traveller in the path of life. a wavfarer who holds up his hands to warn the occu 
pants of the motor car that there is a dangerous abvsas at the foot of the road along 
which the car is quickly driving, but alas! there appears to be no chaufteur to 
guide the car and no hand-posts to indicate that the pith is dangerous. What are 
the elders of our community doing that they stand quietly by, oblivious of the 
pending danger which is threatening us—the danger which I would call the 
“Ghetto baccilus"—which is being quickly propagated and will poison our blood 
if not exterminated. Are thev going to sleep? 

I am tempted, like “Silas Wegg,” to “ drop into poetry 


A little sleep. a little slumber. 
A little folding of the hands to rest. 


Ye Gods! If they would only send us a great man like Cecil Rhodes, who 
would do for the Jewish nation what he aspired to do for the whole of the English. 
speaking countries, whata great nation we might become. For many centuries 
the Jews have been content with the mere “struggle for existence.” They have 
not had what Nietzsche calls “‘ the will to power.” ‘“ Nature,” he writes, ** has no 
pity for the degenerate.” ‘* The whole of our sociology knows no other interest 
than that of the herd, i.¢., a multitude of mere 

The time may possibly arrive when the Jews will throw off their dirty clothes 
and become again a nation of warriors, warriors in the cause of intellect and trath, 
but never until the Ghetto baccilus has been eradicated. 

And now having had my sav. which I would fain have had said by others, let 
me finally conclude with the final words of the greatest novel of one of our greatest 
masters of fiction, ‘‘ Now children let us shut up the box and the puppets—for our 
play is played out.”

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THE CENSUS. 


WITH THE EAST-END HELPERS. 
[By our Special Representative.] 

A thing of vast portent, judging from outward appearances, was this census 
of 1911. I should never have imagined, had I not spent a trying, muddy, 
interesting day among our people in the East End, that a Government enumera- 
tion could create such a flutter. The nearness of Passover, the exigencies of 
spring-cleaning, added to the discomforts of unceasing, torrential rain, were all as 
naught compared with the importance of the formidable cream-coloured paper. 

Far from desiring to shirk the responsibilities devolving upon them as citizens, 
our foreiyn coreligh nists seemed to have done every thing in their power to interpret 
the circular of the Board of Deputies in the right spirit. Their eagerness in some 
cases was pathetic to see. Long before ten o'clock, the advertised hour, rain. 
sudden queues might have been seen waiting for the doors of the various ceutres to 
open Lhe portentous paper was tucked safely away beneath the all-encompassing 
shawl, or shielded from the rain by various thicknesses of newspaper. It reminded 
one of the waiting crowds at a matinée, or of an eager bevy of first-nighters intent 
upon securing a desirable seat. 

At the Beth Hamedrash, I found nine or ten energetic helpers—the time 
of the visit was about eleven o’clock—among them the Revs. E. Spero and 5. 
Anekstein, workers both young and old—alert fellows of businesslike mien, and 
staid, elderly Rabbis in skull-cipsand spectacles. At no time did the crowd number 
less than fifty persons, the majority of them women. And everything went so 
One heard hardly a single voice upraised, Here and there came a 
hitch on the question of age, and a soft-spoken enquiry for more explicit informa. 
tion. The helpers each gave three hours of solid, uninterrupted labour, a fair 
average of callers being maintained throughout the day. 

Many a harrassed enumerator, not gifted with the wisdom of Solomon and the 
patience of | Job hn pp est an i rarest of combinations must h ive blessed those 
basy helpers who, beneath the roof of the Beth Din, unravelled from maoy a 
tangled skein the few threads of hard, solid fact. 

For picturesqueness, it would have been hard to equal the scene at the 
Spitalfields Great Synagogue. Here I found a remarkable paucity of helpers. 
Many callers had waited for fully an hour in the hope of getting their papers 
attended to. They formed little groups and ranged themselves around the syna- 
gogue. The women defied convention, and sat in the benches ordinarily reserved 
forthe men. Here, a late, praverful worshipper adjusted his Tephillin, and read 
his Zemiroth audibly, unmindful of the bustle going on around him. One could 
have forgiven the impatience of the caller whose barrow remained in the street 
outside, and to whom every :lost moment was a serious matter. Nor was the 
incongruity of the thing anv the less manifest when a hawker, basket over his arm, 
demanded to be attended to on the instant. The assembled company took no 
notice of the new-comer. And the helper went on writing ! 

The contrasts were sharp and startling—vet, after all, hardly so startling ina 
place of worship which has an ever open d eS where whilom congregants pull 
their cigarettes beneath the shadow of the Evchal unconcernedly, and where, also, 
the house of prayer is looked upon asa social club, the hospitable shelter of which is 
always available. There were a number of youthfal helpers here, willing and 
energetic enough, bat evidently nonplussed at the steady rain of baffling enquiries. 
Several times an impatient caller would button-hole the present writer with the 
request tocomplete his or her paper, but being, unfortanately, unacquainted with the 
pitow [T was regretfully obliged to murmur my regrets. “A Yid!” they said, 
“and not understand Yiddish?” Iam afraid they must have looked upon me 
as a lost soul ! 

In a tiny room of the Philpot Street Svnagogue quite fifty enquirers were 
waiting their turn at one time. The need of helpers was very evident here, and it 
became clear that had it not been for the census lessons in the schools the helpers 
must have been overwhelmed with enquiries which they could not possibly have 
satisfied. A business-like atmosphere pervaded the Vestry Room of the East London 
Synagogue, wherethe Rev. J. F. Stern, assisted by a-couple of helpers, dealt with the 
enquiries rapidly and systematically. Here the advantage of proper organisation 
became apparent. The method in every case was closely to question the enquirer 
and to transfer the facts upon verification to the paper. Where the applicant was 
unable to sign, the assistant filled in the name, the callersimply making his mark. 
It-must have been long past ten at night before the needs of everybody could have 
been properly adjusted. 

Waiting, waiting, waiting! This was not the kind of work that could be 
carried through with rapidity as well as accuracy. And | am wondering, remem- 
bering these hours of tedious waiting, how many Sunday dinners must have been 
irretrievably spoiled. 

Some exceedingly amusing stories of the experiences of enumerators in the East 
End are filtering through. Many, I fear, are ben trovito, little incidents magnified 
out of all proportion by imaginative census-takers. But there are one or two that 
one might readily recognise as actual happenings. One dear old Jewish lady, 
residing not far from the Beth Holim, met the enumerator with the unexpected 
reply, “ Not to-day, thank you!” She had mistaken him for a canvasser for 
sewing machines. 

In the Soho district, the centre was at the Girls’ Club, Dean Street, under 
the superintendence of the Rev. Michael Adler. Not more than twenty-five 
people brought their papers the wholeday. There were several Jewish enumerators 
appointed for the district. . 


THE BETH HOLIM. 


The annual report of the Spanish and Portuguese Jews’ Hospital, 253, Mile End 
Road, has been issued. The year, it states, has been an eventful one in the history 
of the institution, as the building had become unsafe through age and some action had 
become 2k penser The question of repairs was considered, and an estimate obtained 
for it, which amounted to £2,850. The Committee, the governors and subscribers have 
been at one in rejecting this course of action as only a costly postponement of the real 
question. The alternative of amalgamation with the Home for Aged Jews was also con- 
sidered but rejected by an overwhelming majority, as it was the almost unanimous 

esire to preserve the individuality of the institution, besides which, the first burial 
ground of the congregation lying behind it, appealed to the religious sentiments of a 
good many who desired to keep the surroundings unchanged. The only alternative—to 
rebuild—was adopted, but it was felt that this could only be carried out if the com- 
munity in general, and the Spanish and Portuguese Congregation in particular, 
fave a substantial part of the large amount required for the scheme 

Ir. M. N. Castello, A.R 1.B.A. has offered his services free of charge, and the appeal 
for financial assistance to carry out the scheme has met with a gratifying response. A 
sum of £1,575 has already been promised. The report records with regret the resignation 
of Mr. Edmund Sebag Montefiore, who had acted as Treasurer for a number of years, 
with much benefit to the Institution. Mr. Montetiore has been elected a member of the 
Committee. To Mr. Edward L. Mocatta thanks are tendered for having come to the aid 
of the Institution by assuming the duties of Treasurer. The report refers to the loss 
sustained by the Institution in the deaths of Mr. David P. C. Henriques, who Was at the 
time of his demise one of the Wardens of the Beth Holim, and Mr. Samuel I. Cohen, 
the Secretary, who was associated with the Institution since 1893. 

From the report of the House Committee it is seen that the health of the inmates 
continues to be satisfactory. The number of inmates totals twenty-four—fourteen men 
and ten women. In conclusion, the Committee express the hope that, in view of the 


_ present position of the Beth Holim, its friends will rally to the support of an Institution 


which is doing such excellent and indispensable work among the poor, and that its efforts 
for the se-building of the hospital will be crowned with

Text of the Haham’s Letter. 


The following is the text of the Haham’s letter, which formed the subject of 


a confidential discussion at the meeting reported above, and with which he has 
favoured us for publication 


“ Mizpah,” 193, Maida Vale, London, W. 
January Il7th, 1911, 

DEAR M&. EMANUEL,—I am in receipt of your letter of the 12th inst., 
and were it not a question of fundamental principles, 1 would willingly forego 
auy further discussion ; but the matter is too grave, and therefore, though with 
great reluctaice, | am compelled to_reply and at some length. 

[ wish it to be clearly understood that it is not with a light heart that I 

venture to Impuyn the action which, in their wisdom, the representatives of the 
Board have taken in connection with the problem of the Jewish divorce and the 
evidence they have given before the Commission. I conceive, and I do not 
think that the members of your Board will gainsay the accuracy of my view, 
that the primary function of the Board is to safeguard the Jewish Law and to 
protect observant Jews avaiust the Operation of hostile legislation or harsh 
interpretatious of the English law, or to prevent contemplated legislation which 
might interfere with the free exercise of their religious duties. to approximate 
the English law to the Jewish and to seek the recognition of the latter by the 
State. I am glad to state that the Board has hitherto acted up to that principle 
and has obtained from the leyvislators of the State such modifications aud 
alterations in the laws which otherwise would have milituted against the exercise 
of religious freedom; and might have caused hardship to conscientious and 
observant Jews. For the board is there to vindicate the right of the Jewish 
Law and to defend the principles of our sacred faith. Thus, when examinations 
are fixed for the Sabbath or holidays, in order to safecuard the Jewish Law, 
the Board interferes and obtains the privilege for Jewish candidates to be 
examined on some other day but the Sabbath. And also in the question of 
Marriage Laws every possible facility has been obtained by the Board for the 
true religious performance of that ceremony in accordance with the dictates of 
the Jewish Law, which differs in many points from the Canonical Law of the 
Charch of England. 

There is now no more religiius law than that of divorce. and no other 
“legal” aspect than that of the Jewish Law which regulates the granting of 
divorce. The Board of Deputies is therefore rightly expected to champion those 
laws, and to protect them ayainst any attempt of modification that would inflict 
hardship on those who act in strict accordance with the prescription of our 
religious and legal code. This question of giving a divorce is absolutely a reli- 
gious question, Inasmuch as according to Jewish Law only a qualified “ Rabbi ” 

. 18 capable of granting it. It can only be done with particalar observance of 
minute and elaborate details, the slightest deviation therefrom n illifying the 
act. On no occasion is there such glaring difference, going to the very root of 
religious principles, than between the law of the Church of England, which is 
the law of the land as a Christian country, and the Jewish Law. The former 
postulates as indispensable primary conditions, adultery and cruelty—heinous 
sins in the eyes of the Jewish Law—and adultery carries with it the most terri- 
ble consequences. ‘The issue of adultery is considered a “ Mamzer.” a bastard 
who, according to the law, is banished from the community for ten generations ; 
so it 1s expressly stated in Duet. xxiii., 3. Nothing in the whole cycle of Jewish 
Law is followed by more tragic and terrible consequences than the sin of 
adultery, and everything is done by our law to obviate such an awful calamity, 
and ¢his, then, is demanded by the law of the country as one of the indispensable 
conditions for granting a divorce. Any acquiescence in such demand, any 
assistance given to the law of the land which would enforce such terrible con- 
ditions ou the Jews, ought to be resisted with all our might and strength, It 
would be undermining the very basis of the Jewish home; it is against our most 
sacred and cherished convictions. It is a question of vital importance that the 
Board should not countenance, even remotely, ary such legislation as far as 
Jews are concerned, 

No Rabbi should be declared guilty of doing wrong when in the first place 
he does that which is commanded by the Law of God, and, moreover, is thereby 
not contravening the existing law of the land; it is not for us to alter ouc own 
law to create hardships for the Jews, on the contrary, it is our duty to try and 
remove such conditions as are now prevailing in the English law. It would be 
a matter of the gravest consequences if the Board, instead of obtaining the

The proposals and policy of the Board in relation to these irregular divorces were 
fnily foreshadowed and made known, first by the publication of ita letter of the 16th 
February, 1909, addressed to the Registrar General, and then again by the republication 
of euch letter in the 1909 report of my Board, a copy of which report was sent 
to you. Moreover, you were present at the sitting of the Jewish International 
Conference held on April 6th, 1910, when Dr. Adler not only gave 
details of the evils resulting from the action of certain foreign Rabbis, but also indicated 
the nature of the evidence which the Board was intending to give and the remedy it was 
proposing and his intention to support it. Although you joined in the discussion you 
gave no intimation that you objected to the course proposed nor the slightest hint or indi 
cation that it would not meet vour approval 

In conclusion, while deeply recretting that there should be a difference of opinion 
between you and the Board, the Board submits that its attitude has throughout been 
strictly in accordance with its daties, in conformity with precedent in the best interests of 
the community, and amply justified by the nature of the evil which it has to 
contend, and whatever be vour opinion as to the advisability of amending the present 
law of divorce, you will surely agree that evory effort should be made to prevent the evil 
conseqnences which experience has shown result from acts that ignore the law 

My Board has decided not to send either your letter-or this reply to the Press so as 
to leave you quite free either to pablish the correspondence or not, as you shall think 
desirable.

BAYSWATER JEWISH SCHOOLS. 


Mr. HOWARD J. WALFORD presided last Sunday at the annual meeting of 
subscribers to the Bayswater Jewish Schools. 

The Officers and Committees were unanim re elected. 

The annual report and balance-sheet were adopted and thanks were accorded 
the Hon. Auditor, Mr. Sydney Jeffreys, F.C.A. 

The following is extracted from the report :— 


The numbers on the books are: bovsa 171, girls 129, infants GS. The Rev. 8. Lipson 
examined the pupils in Hebrew and religion last July. (Owing to a serious falling ott in 
the numbers of the infants, owing to the emigration of the Jewish population from the 
neighbourhood, arrangements were made for an omnibus to conve very young children 
from the Notting Hill district.

The 
Honorary Secretary, Minnie Adler, and Miss Alice E. Solomon have visited 
the homes of all new pupils, besides maintaining constant personal knowledge of the 
parents of all the scholars.

glorious faith which the ri¢ht-minded amongst them desired to perpetuate. Character, 
not mere instruction: rules of life, not simply rules of language; moral and spiritual 
not simply historical details: these should be the aim of all education, religious » 
or seenlar. And therefore they had to make a point of insisting upon religious instruc 

tion as a branch of Hebrew learning. It had been observed by men most competent 
to judge that in the programme put forth by a Conference recently held, there had 
heen no mention of religions teaching as such. He knew the answer that would be given 

It was that if children be taught to carry out religious observances faithfully, they would 
need no course of instruction inthe subject of religion. But that was not the case, for the 
general and implied instruction did not go far enongh. Let him tell those who knew 
nothing of the methods of Hebrew and religious instruction, but vet posed as religious 
teachers and guides. that it was absolutely necessary to teach children not onlv what 
ceremonies a°d observences they had to keep, but aleo the why and the wheres re the y 
had to keep them. so that not slavish obedience but intense love of their religion should 
he implanted in their hearts, and thus they would never abandon their faith. And if 
this was impossible, namely, that they could not always teach the reason of things (as 
their Sages said YS Op"), then at least the beautiful 
lessons under!ving their religions habits and observances should be carefully pointed out 
and emphasised. But i regards the teaching of Hebrew itself, ol which they had hea d 
so much of late, they thonght at one time that an important reaction was taking p ace 
here in favour of a more thorough teaching of Hebrew among the foreign element, so that 
the English e'ement might in time have come to imitate it, and their beautiful Hebrew 
be again revived in their midst. But what a disillusionment when they read what had 
heen going on at Leeds! The splendid efforta of men like Mr. Goldbloom of Redman's 
Road Talmud Torah, Dr. Fuchs, of Liverpool, and others were belittled and objected 
to, and they were told by men absolutely ignorant of all academic methods of training 
that Jiidiach was to take the place of Hebrew. There was no question about the matter; 
and he thought he might say it, having been brought upand having lived in the atmosphere 
of Hebrew all his lifetime, that in England, in those cases where Hebrew could not be 
tanght by English, it should be explained and rendered throughthe medium of Hebrew. 
As regarded religious instruction as a branch of learning, the old-fashioned ‘‘ Don't ask 
anestions'’ would no longer do in true Judaism. How many times did their Holy 
Torah say 3°53 J"Nw *S, “ When thy son shall ask thee nay more, their sages 
continued and said: is our duty to open ball (he hoped 
some of the Leeds Rabbis would pardon his use of the word), that was, they . 
not even to wait till the child asked, but they had to anticipate and rouse the attention 

of the child to the meaning of their religions ordinances. They did not believe in the 
“Chained Bibles'' of former days; nor did they believe in keeping the masses in 

ignorance of real Jndaism by blinding them with fa'se and exaggerated notions as to 
the demands and duties of Judaism. He repeated that their religion was not to be 
the chained Bible of former times: it might snit some so-cailed ecclesiastics to make 
it ao to-day, even in England—but the time was over for that sort of tactics ; each 
individual man, woman and child had to be properly informed as to what was his or 


teach ne. 


her religion; and not only what it demanded, but why it demanded it. 
The world would no longer tolerate individuals whose interest it was 
to preserve and propagate—not religions knowledge—but benighted ignorance. 


There was a middle path between rabid fanaticiam on the one hand and dangerous 
indifference and apathy in religion on the other. They had to emphasise as strongly as 
possible the necessity for attending to the true essentials of their religion, for being as 
observant and orthodox as possible, but not idolatrous, that was to say, a “Ps 
extravagant forms of religion amounting to idolatry. The prophets and teachers of old 
had their hardest work in combating the worship of the “ Asherah” as a form of 
religion practised by the Israelites ; and it would seem that they would now have to 
protest against other forms of idolatry ordered in the name of the Jewish religion. This 
was the programme to which they adhered, and the basis of teaching both in those 
classes and in the pulpit of that svnagogue. While they trusted in their religions 
leaders and te-~hers, and were not deceived by false guides, they would not go wrong 
and all woul be vell. 

On the mion of Mr. P1za Barnett, seconded by Mr. I. Satmon, thanks were 
accorded the Chairman and Hon. Secretary of the classes.

In the course of their Annual Report, the Directors state that : 
Business was rather less in the first half of the year owing to the failure of the ~~ 
» Palestine, and although in the second half of the vear a certain improvement took 
place, it was not sufficient to cover entirely the reduction of business of the first six 
months. The result, on the whole, is, nevertheless, satisfactory. The balance of the 
deposits of the National Fund for the purpose of credits for long periods has, in the 
-onrse of the year, been distributed among house building societies. A further deposit of 
‘he National Fund has been utilised for the purpose of advances in various sums to 
eolonists. Altogether the credits allowed out of these deposits amount to £21,145 (in 
hoon £10,062). The transactions with mutual loan societies have again increased. At 
‘he end of the year there were thirty of these societies in existence with over 1,200 
members, whose debt at 3lst December last amounted to £14.7% (in 1000: €12.861) 
Deposits and Current Accounts show a considerable increase, and amounted at the end 
f the vear to £208,000 (in 1909: £188,000). Business in Jerusalem was on about the same 
cale as last vear. In Beyrout the profit of the year was smaller owing to greater com 
vetition, particularly in exchange business; the prospects for the future, however, are 
vetter. Phe development and the result for the year of the Haifa business are very 
tiafactorv. The volume of business.in the Hebron banch, although not large. resulted 
no a small profit. In September last, a new branch was opened at Safed. The Share 
apital was during the year increased by the issue of £25,899 new shares, and amounts, 
» the Slat December, 1910, to £98,042, of which £25,202, issued in the second half of the 
-ear, rank for dividend only from the year 1911 


As a result of the trading for the year, there was a profit of £3,653 13s. 5d., 
.nd the Directors have resolved to recommend to the General Meeting of Share- 
jolders the declaration of a dividend of 44 per cent. (10d. per share) free of Income 
lax. After payment of this dividend, and placing £1,000 to reserve, a balance of 
¢594 16s. ld. will be carried forward to next account.

JEWISH POLITICS IN CONSTANTINOPLE. 
A correspondent writes :— 

It will be remembered that the Medschliss Umumi (Grand Council) of the Jewish com- 
nunity in Constantinople was suddenly dissolved twelve months ago, and that it was 
resolved to hold an election for a new Council without any apparent necessity. It was 
then suspected by those who were able to understand the sitnation, by reason of their 
special knowledge of the tendencies at work in the local official circles that some Im por- 
tant nancuvre Was being engineered This surinise Was supported by the fact that the 
revalations for the elections were. determined in such a manner as to‘favour the candi- 
dates who were either nominated by the local Jewish officials, or who were known to be 
n agreement with their policy. What this policy is, may be clearly gathered from an 
announcement which has just been published in the Tiempo, the newspaper of the 
notorious anti-Zionist, M. David Fresco. This paper states that as soon as the Communal 
Council of Constantinople has been definitely organised an official declaration against 
Zionism will be issued from the office of the Chief Rabbi. It should, however, be pointed 
vat that fally one-half of the Council, thirty members, who were elected in the principal 
electoral district, Galata and Pera, received only 206 votes. Hence if a protest is issued 
by these thirty members against Zionism it will be regarded by those ignorant of the 
facts as representing the views of the general mass of the Jewish community in Con- 
stantinople, whereas it will simply represent the views of 206 voters. The lack of interest 
shown in the communal elections is evident from the fact that hardly 1,000 voters, é.e., 
cbout 4 per cent. of those entitled to vote exercised their suffrage. 


A meeting of the Greater Actions Committee will take place at the Zionist 
Central Office, Cologne, on April 27th and the following days. Amongst the items 
of the Agenda are the Organisation Statutes, the Situation in Turkey, the Situa- 
tion in Russia, the tenth Congress and the Universal Races Congress.

INITIATION SOCIETY. 


ANNUAL MEETING. 


The annual meeting of the Initiation Society was held on Monday at the 
Beth Hamedrash, Mulberry Street. 

Lord SWAYTHLING, President, who was in the Chair, in moving the adop- 
tion of the annual report, said that the report showed the Society to be doing an 
increasing amount. of work for the community. Every year they attended a 
larger number of cases in the hospitals and other public institutions and cases 
outside London. A principal part of the Society's work was educational. It was 
through the Society’s educational work that trained Mohelim were available all 
over the country and in the colonies. He regretted that the subscriptions 
showed further signs of diminution, and they only had a balance in hand owing 
to the legacy bequeathed to the Society in 1909 by the late Mr. Ellis A. Franklin. 
During the year, through their medical officer, the Society had had to fight an 
action in the Courts, and he was happy to say that the position of the Society had 
been absolutely vindicated. The defence had been undertaken by the Medical 
Defence Union, who had been unable to recover their costs. The Society had 
made them a grant, speciab contributions having been collected for the purpose. 
The charitable work of the Society went on as usual. 

Dayan F&LDMAN, in seconding the adoption of the report, referred to the 
valuable work performed by the Society in training Mohelim. He hoped that the 
efficiency of the Society would be still further increased by additional support 
from the community. 

Dr. J. SNOWMAN, Medical Officer, suggested that the Beth Din should consnult 
the Medical Board before sending candidates for training. It was a mistake to 
suppose that every Shochet was likely to make a good Mohel. He drew attention 
to the fact that the Society performed an important part of the work of the Visitation 
Committee, and he hoped that fact would be recognised when the finances of the 
United Synagogue improved. 

_ Dr. CLIFFORD referred to the great improvement in the work of the Society 
since he had been connected with it. He emphasised the value of the attendance 
of trained nurses in connection with the Society's cases. 

After some remarks by Mr. H. L. HARRIS, the report was adopted. 

A vote of thanks was passed to the Auditors, Mohelim and the Medical Board. 

Lord Swaythling was re-elected President and Treasurer, avd Drs. J. Snow- 
man, M. Clifford, G. Michael, A. Gaster, and D. Nabarro were elected as the 
Medical Board. . 

The PRESIDENT, in reply to a vote of thanks, said that he intended as far as 
possible to contiaue the work in which his late father bad been most interested.

THE NEW ASSISTANT 


MINISTER, 


On Sabbath last. the Rev. J. F. STERN, in the course of his sermon. referred 
to the new departure that had been made by the appointment of an Assistant 
Minister.

HOW TRADERS ARE CATERING. 
THE CULT OF THE UNLEAVENED. 


[From a Correspondent. ] 


Once more the cycle of time brings us within easy hail of Passover ; once more 
the trappings of virgin whiteness transform those emporia at which Jewry is wont 
to make her purchases. Not a sign of Chometz greets the eye. It is banished 
one never can tell where—auathema, until Pesach closes with the traditional mea! 
of homely bread and cheese and spring onions! Everybody 1s agog now, and it is 
difficult to realise that hard times ever reigned in the land, so brisk 1s trade, so 
loaded are the mothers in Israel with a multiplicity of bags and packages. 

Everybody caters nowadays for the Passover trade. Staid English firms who. 
ten years ago, would have scorned to move a hair's breadth from their established 
custom. other than for royalty, now lay themselves out for the Passover trade 
with a completeness that redounds to their credit and business acumen. Groceis. 
dairvmen, the great multiple shops, ali have begun to realise that Jewish custom is 
worth the keeping, and that itsretention depends, toagreat extent, upon the manner of 
catering for its especial needs. 

There is certainly no slackening in the attempt on the part of individual 
tradespeople to capture custom : to woo the humble shopper with the offer of full 
value for his hardly-earned shilling, or the well-to-do purchaser with a selection of 
goods that cannot but appeal to his or her educated palate. 


**'With the Wine Before You." 

One need travel no farther than 20, Bevis Marks in search for a kosher wine 
that will enhance the pleasure of the Seder. It is some years now since the 
Palestine Wine and Trading Company introduced to the community their Rishon- 
le-Zion Brand, of which they are the sole owners. That these choice imported 
wines met with immediate success is proved by the tremendous demand which 
they have created.

Above all, 
patronage accs rded the “* Palwin ” products must certainly benefit the Palestinian 
colonies and help to make of the Holy Land something more than a synonym 
for an historic past. 


We Bes Meat. a 


Unlike neighbouring tradespeople, Messrs. E. Barnett and Co., Ltd., of 
Middlesex Street, are unable to enlist the adventitious aid of paper frills and art 
muslin in the booming of their stores. A butcher's establishment hardly lends 
itself to an aesthetic scheme of decoration, so that Messrs. Barnett re ly upon the 
quality of their goods to speak for itself.
